THE COMET. 


MORE FIGURES. 

WASMmNOrON, D. C., June 20.—The comet 
is esiimated at the Naval Observatory to be 
now about 30,000,000 miles from the earth. 
Its nucleus is u miles in diameter, and the 
envelope about the nucleus 200,000 [20,000 
miles in diameter. The tail is cajculated to 
be 5,000,000 miles in length. The fact that its 
orbit lies within the orbit of the earth explains 
the apparent paradox of its receding from 
eurth while upprowching tee sun. On the 20th 
of June last it came nearest the earth, being 
then but 10,000,000 miles away, and some astron- 
omers here think it probable that the earth then 
passed through the tail of the comet.

THE DISCOVERER.

Rocuester, N. V., June 20.—Cilaims for 
the hunor of discovery of the great comet 
and the prize of $200 continue to pour in by 
bundreds trom all parts of the Northern hemis- 
phere. It is detinitly settled that private indi- 
viduals and not astronomers were the first to 
see it, but the exact time of discovery will be 
difficult to deteruiiueé. 


THF COMET OF 1843. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Cmicaao, June 29.—The interest now felt 
in the comet which made its brilliant en- 
trance so quietly upon the morning skies 
will recall to many who are still living the 
surprise and excitement which were caused 
by the comet of 1845. That also came upon 
us unannounced, and was of far more ma- 
jestic size than the present one. 

1 venture to believe that the following ex- 
tract from a letter written at the time con- 
cerning it will possess interest for many of 
your readers. It was from my brother, who 
was spending the winter in the West Indies 
in the vain pursuit of health, and first saw 


the comet while on a voyage from Havana 
to Bopaire, from wpich last place the letter was 
written under date of March 13, 1843: 

When we bad been just one week at sea I was 
walking the deck a little after sunset when my 
attention was attracted bya singular appear- 
unee in the western sky. At che tirst moment 
my thougbt was that it was a lunur rainbow, 
purtly formed, but an instant after I saw that 
there were no clouds, and that it could not be. 
It extended in a clear column of jigbt, like the 
aurora, from the horizon to a hight of about 20 
degrees, yet we Watcbed it tor nearly av bour, 
wheu it disappeared, without observing more 
thun this solltary column of light. It did not 
act like the aurora, and was not in theright part 
of the beuvens, being in the soutowest,—vor, as 
the Mate expressed it, about abeam of sunset. 
It died away in the course of an hour, and I 
though no more of it, 

The next evening, to the astonishment of all 
of us, there was the same bright columnof light. 
It wus higher up in the heavens, aud we now 
perceived that it did not shoot up from the bort- 
zou, but terminated. ina bright star or ball of 
tire, and we coucluded that it must be a comet 
of greater size, in appearanace at least, than any 
which nad ever before visited our system. Sub- 
lime, indeed, did the mystery seem to us of this 
fiery fantom of the night, which had thus all 
suddenly appeared in our firmament, unberaid- 
ed by astronomical prophecies, unbeard of, un- 
ex pected, 

How impenetrable to us is its appearance; we, 
aspeck of buman life, cut off from all inter- 
course with menon a bound sea! How I 
have longed and still long to break the spell.—to 
know whut it is, whence it comes, and why; 
even the most vague speculation from men of 
intelligence would be satisfuctory to me. How 
[long to know what the astronomers say of it, 
—why they did not know of ite coming; whether 
it has ever befure teen seen, or whetber it aas 
been flying iu its immeasurable orbit since the 
creation, and bus only now for the firet time 
reacbed our universe, and come to ola felluw- 
sbip with the sun and stars. 

it impresses me with a feeling of awe, which 
is increased, perhaps, by the profound ignor- 
ance in which l must remain for the present 
concerning it. There nightly it flames in the 
western sky, stretchiug far across the beuvens 
in the pathway of the stars; perhaps for count- 
less uges it’ bus been wandering in infinit space, 
till it bas reuched a solitude where ereuuon 
ceases—a desert of systems beyond the 
reacb of  ,the most distant suns, 
where the rays from the solar system are 
wearied out, and fude into darkness betore they 
pierce the incunceivable distance. Perhaps it 
bas vow for the first time arrived within the 
gevial circle of created worida, and is rejoicing 
in their brightness.

ASSASINATION OF JOHN AND ER-· 
SON. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., June 29.— The Ga- 
zette s Arkadeiphia special in reference to 
the murder of John Anderson, in Pike 
County, last Monday, says: Richard John- 
son has been committed to the Murfreesboro 
jail to answer the charge as principal, and 
James Johnson, his brother, and Esters, his 
brother-in-law, each bound over as accesso- 
ries to await the action of the Grand Jury in 
October next. The manner of the assasina- 
tion shows it to have been cowardly and 
brutal in the extreme. It appears, from the 
evidence, that Anderson, after doing 
a hard day’s work in his field, 
started home about, dark, and was 


shot down by Johnson from behind 
a screen constructed by bim beforehand. For 
the ret shot a double-barrelen weapon was 
used, taking effect im hia side, and, after be had 
thus been teiled to the earth, Johnson placed 
the other loaded barrel to the heuad of his pros- 
trated victim, and fired, emptying its conieuts 
partly in the ground, and leaving the wadding 
scattered over the spot, commingled with the 
life-gore and brains of the uufortunate man. 
The wadding thus left was carefully collected, 
and several of the buckshut were taken entire 
from the ground and the body of Anderson. 
These, being examined by the keeper of the 
store at Barker's M l., were identified by bim 
the shot be ug of the same size and general ap- 
pearance as those sold by him tuJvnnson the day 
before the murder, and the wadding as being 
part of a peculiar kind of wrapping-paper in 
whicb he distinctly remembered to have wrapped 
them. Besides this the statement of the broth- 
ers Richard and James Jobnson voluntarily did 
not correspond, the one stating that they bad 
not seen each other for a week, and the otber 
confessing nat R en ird. asaort while after 
the killing, appeared at his house with a double- 
barreled shot-gun. The motive of killing was 
to gratify a feeling of revenge felt by Richard 
Johnson towards Anderson on account of And- 
erson’s having bomestended forty acres of land 
having Johnson's house on it. The sentiment of 
the people in that locality is undivided on the 
proposition that Richard Johnson was unques- 
tionably the cowardly assasin of John Anderson.

BOHEMIAN COURTESIES. 


A Man Stabbed in the Neck Without 
Provecation. 

Joseph Schvrman, a Bohewian lumber-shover 
living at No. 54 Burlington street, was badly cut 
in the neck shortly after 9 o'clock last evening 
by Joseph Martinek, a Bohemian who arrived in 
the country only last week, and who boards with 
another family living at the same 
number. The wounded man was 
lying down on a small walk at the side of the 
house, or rather houses, for there are several 


small tenements the lot. There were also 


lying down in the passage Charles Nepps, Frank 
and James Hude«, and Joseph Copp. Martinek 
was a perfect stranger to all of them, and 
Schuman had never,before seen him. He came 
vutof the house on the frontof the lot, and 
started for the rear through the passage. It 
was qu te dark, and be did not see the men un- 
til he stumbied and almost fell over Schuman’s 
feet. The latter gave an exclamation of pain, 
and in the Bohemian tongue damned Marti- 
nek and said: “Isn't theie room enough 
for you to pass without yn | upon me?” 
Martinek growled out sume inaudibie response, 
and went on his way. A few moments later he 
returned, and stopping in front of the group of 
meu asked who it was that spoke to him. His 
manner was offensive and Schuman, par- 
tially arising. said. “I did, and what of it?“ 
Before another word could be spoken Martinek 
made a vicious lunge at his neck with a large- 
bladed pocket-knife, and when Schuman fell, be 
put the knife back iuto bis pocket, ahd went 
coolly on as if nothing had happened. The blade 
caught Schuman on theright side of the neck in 
front of the ear, and iprtlicted a dee 
gash nearly three inchesin length. The bi 
poured forth in a torrent, and the man had 
neuriy bied to death before Dr. Braun, who was 
summoned, could reach him. The ductor put 
four stitches in the wound, and was at first in- 
clined to thnk it not very dangerous, but an 
hour later the patient was found to be rupidly 
sinking. and it was thought could not survive 
the night.

Martinek was followed into the house 
by the witnesses of the affray, who, 
seeing that he intended to escape, finally 
seized and held him until Officer Philip 
Miller came up and took charge of him. A large 
crowd gathered, and loud threats were made of 
stringing up the assasio then and there, but the 
timely arrival of the police patrol saved dim 
from injury. He is about 30 years of age, and 
bas a wife and three children in Bohemia. 
His victim is 27 years of age, and 
bas a wife and one child. The ‘knife with which 
the cutting was done was not found. Martinek 
denies baving one, also denies having cut Schu- 
man, and explains away the presence of blood 
on bis bands and clothing by saying Mrs. Schu- 
man put it there expressiy for the purpose of 
getting him into trouble.

‘The London 
Times of course deprecates any such action. 
It is an employers’ organ, and supports the 
Goverament throughout. The inconvenience 
and loss mat might result from a general 
Strike of telegraphic operators would 
very great. Whatever the issue of the 
present conflict may be, it is probable that 
the Government will speedily take steps to 
include the operators within the provisions 
of the act of 1875, which provides a penalty 
to be inrpused upon persous who “ willfully 
and maliciously break a contract of service“ 
with a gas er water company. ‘The operators 
would in this instance be wise to make haste 
slowiy. They cannot successtully contend 
against the British Government for any 
length of time. If they are suffering a real 
hardship, they should state their, case fully 
and calmly, and public opinion will come to 
their rescue. But they might lose by a pre- 
cipitate strike all the advautage they would 
otherwise derive from popular support. 


BG AND LIITLE BZOSSISM IN NEW YORK. 

The Aibany correspondent of the New 
York Tribune gave a few days ago an inside 
view of the secret springs of the existing Sen- 
atorial deadloek. It is a most instructive 
picture. It shows that the Republican party 
of New York is buried mountains deep un- 
der Bossism, and that its rile is as tyrannical 
as that of the old Roman Inquisition. The 
chiet Bosses issue general orders after the 
manner of the old Popes, and the little Bosses 
hold the political thumb-screw, the rack, the 
stake, and the gallows in terrurum over the 
heads of their victims.

To meet 
this expectation of the big Bosses the little 
Bosses manage the town and ward primary 
and the County Convention, and bring their 
henchmen and tools up to the State Conven- 
tion there to be handled by the big Bosses. 
Of course the little Bosses are required to 
commit frauds at the primaries, to break 
thein up if they go wrong, to buy voters and 
bribe delegates,--anything to prevent the 
people from being represented by delegates 
and Assemblymen who refuse to bow down 
to the machine, 

Judge Robertson broke the New York ma 
chine last year,--shivered it into atoms,— 
and this is the reason of Mr. Conkling’s hate 
ofhim. Mr. Conkling would have made a 
little Boss of Judge Robertson,—made 
him ruler over several little creatures in the 
Assembly. But the condition of the accept- 
ance of the position would have been slavish 
subserviency to the orders of the big Bosses. 
Judge Robertson preferred to be a machine- 
broaker rather than a little Boss. And it is 
through this circumstance that the New 
York machine methods huve been disciosed. 
We are indebted to Judge Robertson’s firm- 
ness and pluck for the exposure of the rot- 
tenness of New York State politics, The 
hideousness, the tyranny, and the meanness 
of Bossism have been laid bare. The big 
Bosses “own” a lotof little Bosses whom 
they put In places where they derive a sup- 
port from the public purse; and these little 
Bosses steal the time due the Government 
and devote it to deceiving and cheating the 
people on whose bounty they subsist! If 
there is a meaner vice than Bossisin we have 
not heard of it. It there is a vocation more 
degrading than machine politics it bas not 
come under our observation. The aim of 
machine politics is to divide the community 
into two classes,—tyrants and lickspitties. 
The tyrants drag the honor of the Govern- 
ment in the mire and rob it of the services 
of its paid servants, and the lickspitties prey 
upon it, disgrace it, and steal its small 
change. 


CONELING AND DEPEW. 

The proposition which the Bucks have 
made to the Administration men, that the 
former will consent to the election of Depew 
if the latter will consent to the returnof 
Conkling, bas several points of significance. 

1 Mr. Conkling has contended all along 
that he would not accept reélection unless 
Platt was included in the scheme. What- 
ever the motive, however, Conkling has cer- 


: tainly contended all along that he and Platt 


must stand or fall together. The proposition to 
compromise on Conkling and Depew, coming 
as it aoes from Conkling and his friends, 
shows how ungrateful and indifferent to the 
obligations of friendship Conkling really is. 
Lie would sacrifice Platt or anybody else to 
serve his own ambition. 

2. An effort has been made by Mr. Conk- 
ling and his friends to put his candidacy for 
re€lection upon an anti-monopoly footing. 
It was av absurd pretense, for Conkling bas 
been a corpuration and monopoly attorney 
ever since he entered publie life, and ip sev- 
era] instauces has suspiciously confused his 
status as United States Senator with the in- 
terests of his corporation clients. Moreover 
Conkling has never appeared on any occa- 
sion in Congress or out as an advocate of 
anti-wouopoly legislation. The emptiness 
and falsity of his recent claim to Granger 
support, however, is finally and emphayically 
exposed by his willingness to coalesce with 
Depew, whom the Bucks have been de- 
nouncing all along as the special representa- 
tive of the New York Central Railroad. It 
is to be hoped that, after this confession, the 
sham of Conkling’s anti-monopoly candl- 
dacy will be abandoned. 

3. The proposition made by the Bucks 
to unite upon Conkling and Depew would 
seem to indicate that Depew’s election is re- 
garded by the Administration men in the 
Legislature as important as the Bucks re- 
gard the election of Conkling. If this is the 
fact, it ought not to be so, and the Adminis- 
tration men cannot justify their adhesion to 
zuy such condition. The conflict which 
— brought on by his resignation is 
not between Conkling and Depew, nor be- 
tween Conkling and any other one man. It 
is aconflict to decide whether or not Mr. 
Conkling shall continue to be the Boss of 
New York politics, and whether or not he 
shall be returned to the United States Senate 
with license to make war upon the Adminis- 
tration and the Republican party. It is the 
defeat of Conkling rather than the election 
of anybody else for which the anti-machine 
Republicans in the New York Legislature 
ought to contend. The election of any capa- 
ble and reputable Kepublican who is not 
bound down to the machine will serve, the 
end in view fully as well as the election of 
Mr. Depew. 

There is evidently a growing feeling at 
Albany that Depew is just as much an ob- 
stacle to an election as Conkling himself. In 
that case Depew ought to be dropped by all 
the Administration men who are fighting for 
principle. It is conceded on both sides that 
the deadlock cannot be broken except by a 
compromise. The Administration men are 
willing to compromise by the election of one 
so-called “Stalwart” and one Administra- 
tion candidate, not including the absquatu- 
lators, Conkling and Platt. This is fair asfar 
as it goes. But, while claiming the privilege 
to exclude two of the Luck candidates, the 
Administration men ought equally to consent 
to the exclusion of any two men from their 
own list of candidates at the discretion of the 
Bucks. The fight at Albany is, or at least 
ought to be, to send to the Senate two 
trustworthy Republicans to represent the 
Republican State of New York. A large 
majority of the Republican members of the 
Legislature do not believe Conkling and 
Piatt to fill this bill, and will not vote for 
‘them. A small minority of the Republican 
members, but a sufficient number to prevent 
an election, continne to vote for Conkling 
and Piatt with the certainty that they cannot 
be elected. If this clique be willing to aban- 
don their candidates in favor of two others 
who shall fairly represent the two wings oi 
the party, then no personal interest puglit to 
be allowed to stand in the way of such a 
compromise, and Mr. Depew or any other 
man who is objectionable for any reason to 
the Stalwarts ought to get out of the way. 
If Depew is a stumbling-block like Conx- 
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men ought to drop 


him, just as the ought to abandon 


Conkling. 
ENORMOUS TAX ON THE PEO- 
PLE. 


The money required to pay pensions has 
suddenly jumped from about 28 millions to 
90 miliions,—for that enormous sum will be 
required next yéar, and 120 millions the year 
after, and the Lord only knows when the 
maximum will be reached. Col. Bentley. 
Pension Commissioner, Wilo was forced to 
resign for no cause except to play into the 
hands of the Washington Pension Agents, 
in a conversation last Monday, among othe 
things, said; : 

The number of new pensions granted during 
the year will be about 26,000, exclusive of the 
Mur of 1812 pensions. The settlements next 
year ought to reach from 45,000 to 50,000. First. 
there are probably from 5,000 to 7,000 cases on 
the ties reudy, or neariy so, for the issue of cer- 
tificates. We bave exhausted the pension ap- 
propriation this year, 202,306.68, and have 
been compelled to carry over into July nearly 


all the May and June settlements. I think tney. 


will require for the tirst pay meats about $50.0v0,- 
600. This. added to the expected increase in the 
settlement next year, will bring the amount for 
next year up to nearly or quite $90,000,010, so 
there will be required forthe pensions next year 
un appropriation of $40,000,000 in addition to the 
$50,000,000 already ap iated. New claims 
continue to come in very rapidly. There have 
been tiled this year upwards of 3,000 new 
original claims. 


Each new pension, with “arrearages” 
commencing back to the time of discharge 
during the War, costs the Government from 
$1,000 to $2,000, and six to eight hundred 
new pensions consume a million of taxes to 
pay the arrearage allowance. Formerly a 
man’s pension began to run from the time he 
ayptied fur it; under the demagog act of two 
years ago, it is made retroactive, and-to date 
back to the time of his discharge from the 
army, Which is utterly unfair to the taxpay- 
ers, and is a powerful inducement or tempta- 
tion to fraud in filing claims for such aliow- 
ances. In other words, the Government was 
compelled by Congress to advertise a bonus 
of 31.000 to $2,000 cash for every new name 
added to the roll. Itis no wonder that such 
an announcement drew out a host of appli- 
cants who had never before thought of filing a 
claim. The ninety-day men, the home-guards, 
the bounty-jumpers, and large numbers who 
had never been connected with the army in 
any meritorious manner became candidates 
for Government support. The pension-claijn 
agents in Washington organized in force. 
They started newspapers for the special pur- 
pose of spreading throughout the country 
the glad tidings that Uncie Sam proposed to 
buy a farm or give.$1,000 to $2,000 in cash to 
every rogue who could play the wounded or 
diseased soldier long enough to get a doc- 
tor’s certificate. But this was not all, nor 
the worst. The law which thus set aside the 
publie revenues for the promotion of pauper- 
ism failed to provide the Government with 
any representation in the examination of pen- 
sion candidates. It admits the application 
on ez-parte testimouy. A large part of the 
money ostensibly paid out to meritorious 
soldiers really goes to the go-betweens who 
put up well and hale men to com- 
mit fraud. In this manner the politicians 
who have professed such extravagant devo- 
tion to the “ soldier element” have really 
endangered the interests of those who were 
weunded or contracted disease in the service 
of the Government, because they have built 
up so high and top-lofty a system that it may 
fall of its own weight. It is certain that 
something must bedone to curtail this out- 
flow of Government gratuities. No other 
Nation than ours covld bear up under it, and 
even the American people will tire of it be- 
fore long. 


THE GREAT SUGAR FRAUDS. 

The New York Journal of Commerce in- 
clines to the opinion’ that Mr. Windom has 
not been as true to the public in his prosecu- 
tion of peculators in the Treasury Depart- 
nient as he ought to be, and suggests that he 
adopt the course so boldly and successfully 
adopted by Tostmaster James, who proved 
his own competence and fidelity by laying 
bare the dishonesty and faithlesness prac- 
ticed under his predecessor. With this pref- 
ace the Journal makes a new allegation 
which nothing but the respectability of the 
paper entitles it to notice. Referring to the 
recent statement of Col. Conkling that a 
sugar importer of New York bought off leg- 
islation in Congress by paying $100,000 to a 
certain unnamed member of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, the paper adds: 


We can only say that if we were looking for 
the illegitimate use of money in any place that 
place would be the Treasury Department, and 
the time the tour yeursof Mr. Sherman's ad- 
ministration. In regardto the sugar question, 
the Treusury officials in those ars always 
neted as if they were “ striking tor monéy. 
Their attitude toward the eugur importers was 
the same us that of Albany committees in their 
umnual attempts to extort something from the 
banks, insurance companies, andall the business 
interests of New York. As the persecution of 
the sugar importers continued for four years in 
detiance of law and justice, we should inter that 
the strike was not successful, and that the 
sugar importersdid notemploy money to prevent 
the ‘Treasury proceedings of which they were 
the victims. But this fact would not make the 
conduct of the Treasury persecutions lees bein- 
ous it their only object was the extortion of 
large sums from the sugar importers@s the price 
of relinjuisbing the suits trumped up aga .nst 
them. A searching investigution vught to show 
the methods of their extortion and the success. 
iftany, which they attained. Does Mr. Windom 
shrink from it? 


The country generally has had a very de- 
cided conviction that the Treasury Depart- 
ment during Mr. Sherman's administration 
not only detected, exposed, but put a stop to 
many scandalous frauds and abuses on the 
part of sugar importers, which had been 
successfully practiced during many pre- 
ceding years to the great profit of the im- 
porters and the loss of the Government. 
Even when Secretary Sherman retired from 
oftice there were several hundred cases pend- 
ing in court in which the sugar importers 
were endeavoring, under a legal technicality, 
to defraud the Government by what every in- 
telligent man must consider a deliberate and 
confessed fraud. Under our fearfully and 
wonderfully made tariff the duty on sugar is 
rated accurding to acertain standard of color, 
the lighter the color the greater the duty, 
and the darker the color the lesser the duty. 
The Secretary of the Treasury discovered 
that the Treasury was defrauded by the arti- 
ficial coloring of the sugar, at the instigation 
of the importers, thus securing its admission 
at the lowest rate of duty, and then, washing 
out the temporary discoloration, they would 
have sugar which in the absence of such 
temporary and fraudulent coloring would 
kaveto pay double the duty actually paid 
thereon. The Seeretary undertook to stop 
this fraud, he claiming that the sugar should 
pay the duty charged to that quality of sugar 
whichin its ordinary state would be repre- 
sented by a given color. The sugar import- 
crs, on the contrary, contend that the duty 
ust be graded exelusively by its color. and 
that the Secretary had no business to go be- 
hind the color, and had no business to in- 
yuire how or by whom the sugar was dark- 
ened; nor whether the color was real or arti- 
ficial, permanent or temporary. As the false 
coloring was given to the sugar solely that it 
might pass through the Cusiom-House at a 
lower rate of duty than it would have to pay 
if not thus disguised, the Secretary collecied 
the duty at the rate fixed by law for that 
rade of sugar, discarding the false coloring 
is a fraudulent device. The importers, 
therefore, made a combination, and have 
vrought suits to recover so much of the 
duties paid on the imported sugar as was in 
excess of the duties ¢laimed by them to have 
been laid on color; and the persistence with 
which Seeretary Sherman prosecuted this 
notorious and scandalous fraud is, we sup- 
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that officer. 


The s importers of the United States 
N ‘dishonest as that of 
the Standard Oil Company. As has been 
on oath by several ex-importers and ex-refin- 
ers, no man can remain in the business and 
pay expenses and be honest either towards 
the Government or the public. To such pro- 
portions has the dishonesty been brought, 
that no honest man can import and refine su- 
gar in competition with the ring. 

One of the greatest outrages perpetrated 
upon the American people by our present 
turiff is the scale of duties on sugar. Every 
sugar importer and refiner belonging to the 
combination is a stanch friend of the tariff, 
and does not-hesitate to denounce as criminal 
even the repeal of the duties on quinine. In- 
stead of being a ground for an assanit on 
Secretary Sherman, the course of that officer 
in the matter of official dealings with sugar 
importers will always be regarded by the 
country as reflecting great credit upon his 
integrity and courage. 


GEN. LORIS MELIKOFF. 

Gen. Loris Melikoff, the most gallant sol- 
dier and the ablest and most far-seeing states- 
man that Russia has produced in modern 
times, appears to be under a cloud. Despite 
his great service to Russia, in the Cabinet 
and in the field, he is regarded with distrust 
and suspicion by the Government, which is 
now taking another step towards revolution 
by increasing and emphasizing its absolutism, 
and the movements of the gallant old soldier 
are even beset with spies for no other reason 
than that whe he was in power he was in 
favor of reforms, especially as concerned the 
extension of representative government to 
the people and the institution of agrarian 
weasures to relieve the peasants, 

In view of his present status, some of the 
details of his life will be of iuterest. He was 
born in Tiflis in 1825, and received a liberal 
education. He entered the army in 1843, and 
from that time to 1878 his record is one of 
battle. He began in the Caucasian struggle 
when but 22 years of age. In the Crimean 
war he held ahigh command in the army 
that invaded the Turkish sections of Armenia, 
and was appointed Governor of Kars. After 
Schamyl was subjugated, he was set at work 
consolidating the Russian conquests. In the 
late war with Turkey, he commanded in 
Armenia, and it was owing to his skill and 
courage that the strongholds of Kars and 
Erzeroum were taken. The close of the war 
did not leave him idle. His next enemy 
whom he met and subjugated was a more 


terrible ene than the Turk. The plague’ 


broke out on the eastern frontier of Euro- 
pean Russia. He was sent there with his 
troops, made a cordon about the in- 
fected district, and by his energy 
and wel)l-directed skill stamped out the hor- 
rible disease atatime when it had attained 
such headway that Astrachan, andeven Mos- 
cow, were considered in danger. His next 
encounter was with Nihilism. Prince Kra- 
potkin, Governor of Kharkoff, was assasi- 
nated, and he was comiaissioned to take his 
place. He did so, and restored order. Then 
followed the attacks upon the Czar’s life on 
the Imperial train and in the Winter Pajace. 
Once more in this terrible emergency he was 
sent for. It was a desperate situation, and a 
desperate remedy was chosen. A ukase was 
issued making him Chief of the Supreme 
Commission, with authority to “ promulgate 
all orders and adopt all measures which he 
shall consider necessary, all of which shall 
be unconditionally complied with and be ex- 
ecuted by each and every one.” Polit 
ical intrigues were instituted against him, 
and he foiled them. A Nihilist agent 
tried to assasinate him and failed. He ad- 
ministered his office firmly and wisely. He 
abolished the detestable Third Section. He 
undertook to reorganize the police. Even 
the Nihilists themselves admitted that he 
was “an enlightened despot.” His tendency 
was liberal, his sympathies were with the 
people, and every step that he took was in 
their interest. When the Supreme Commis- 
sion was dissolved, he remained in the Cabi- 
net as Minister of the Interior and the confi- 
dential friend of the late Czar. Had the lat- 
ter heeded his warnings, he would not have 
gone out on that fatal day, and his life might 
have been spared, for, acting under the ad- 


vice of Melikoff, he had sanctioned a ükase 


calling for a representative assembly and for 
a homogeneous Cabinet, of which he would 
have been the head, and these great 
measures, coupled with the land re- 
forms which had already been outlined 
under Melikoff’s supervision, would have 
appeased the people and taken the sting out 
of Nihilism. The Czar went to his death and 
Melikoff resigned, but the new Czar would 
not accept his resignation, He had, as it 
then seemed, the friendship of the latter, and 
had induced him to sanction the ukases 
which his father was prepared to issue. 
Suddenly it appeared that the Czar had yield- 
ed to other counsels and influences, fora 
ukase was issued reaffirming the absolute 
power of the Czar, which summarily ended 
every scheme for reform. He then resigned 
again, and his resignation was ac- 
cepted, to the sorrow of the Russian 
people, and Gen. Ignatief® took his 
place. Every step of the Russian Govern- 
ment from that day to this has brought it 
nearer to revolution —so near that the 
Nihilists have withheld their operations, con- 
fident that the Russian people will do their 
work for them. When that fearful time 
comes the Russian Government will be 
heard clamoring loudly ter the return of the 
old Armenian soidier to his post.

New Yor, June 277.—Unitarian people of 
Chicago and the West will read with interest that 
one of the daughters of the Rev. Robert Collyer 
was married at ber father’s house last night. 
Without the dogmatic spoutaneousness of Henry 
Ward Beccber, Robert Collyer is one of the 
sweetest pulpit characters of ourday. He has 
been living in this city not more than twoor 
three years, and has revived and made solvent 
the cause of the leadmg Church of the Unitarian 
Order in tashionabie New York. The Unitarian 
Church is a sort of haif-way house between ex- 
treme uncuon and common worldly charity. 
Experience shows that when men give up the 
severities of old religions they stop but a little 
while in conventicies, and find books better than 
sermons to feed their intellectual moral 
natures. In the Trinitarian Churches, 
among which is the Catholic, a perpetual 
funeral is believed to exist in the communi- 
cant's family and in his own body. He is sur- 
ruunded by bell, and is in a state of alarm 
thereby, and, of course, he pays bis preacher as 
be would his doctor under the iike physical fear. 
But when be is convalescing, as is the case in 
either the Universalist or Unitarian Churches, 
he would as lief bave a newspaper as the doc- 
tors society, because be thinks he is coming 
back to the world in a few days and will not like 
to see him rusty in it. Consequently a minister 
of the Unitarian Church who, in a reading and 
traveling age Lke this, can draw a large conere- 
gution every Sunday, shows the possession of 
thinking, thetic, and popular powers rare 
in the pGipit abywhere. In the year 1854, 
I thiok it was, I knew Robert Coilyer 


as a blecksmith working in an ax 
factory about eight mies noggh of the 
City of Philadeipnia. He heen in 
America only about two yeurs, Baving ewmi- 
grated from England with bis wife. He wasa 
Methodist. and brougat from Engiand bis Metho- 
dist credentials specifying that he was a lay 
preacher in the Wesieyan Order. The com- 
munity ia which he lived was substantial and 
industrial, without being at all inguisitive in 
spiritual things or geueraliy informed about 
common woridiy literature. It was a com- 
munity where Quakerism in its declining uud 
skeptical condiuon wus competing with radicaj 
politics on one side and the disorder of various 
old orthodox denominations on the other, of 
which the principal were the Methodist and the 
Baptist. was ubout 13 years old at that time, 
and my father, who was a Methodist minister, 
frequeutly mounted me on an old white horse to 
ride over to the ax factory and get Brother 
Collyer to preach on the following Sunday. I 
would probably have supposed Coilyer to be of 
the usual run of what ure called local or 

secular preachers but for the fact that a manu- 
facturer’s son of the neigbburhood, who had just 
come out of Dickinson College, had got as high 
as reading Hawthorne’s Scarlet Letter,“ just 
ubout that time published, told me confidentially 
that Collyer was a remarkabie man. aud the ouly 
man he cared to bear preach in the Methodist 
pulpit. I recollect the last duy | went over to 
get Mr. Coliyer. I arrived on the ancient white 
borse, at the dinner bour, when he was lying 
down on the grase with thirty or forty other 
workmen, ali with their tin dinner-kettles un- 
derneath them. and he hade big stake down in 
the grass from which be read wulle he took his 
meal. His strong Euglish face, with a smile 
upon it, welcomed me, and be always accey..J 
the preaching invitations, perba as an oppor- 
tunity to keep his hand in. he Metbodists 
rather resented in that quarter so much inter- 
esting preaching. This man did not shout. nor 
bold people over red-hot stoves, and 
tell them that in seven minutes by the 
watch, unless they experienced 1 
change of heurt,they would be no better than 80 
much roast pork. The suspicion grew that per- 

haps he had never beeu in the imminent 
fear of such a fate himself. He preached with 

feeling. tracing numan nature itself along 

tbrougt its pains and daily troubles,and the stop- 

ping places of relief and inward exultation as 

doubt after doubt disappearsed and man being 

reconciled to life and grief. The boys liked this 

preaching without exactly understanding it. It 

appearad tobe nearly as good as reading the 

Sunday-school books, some of which referred to 

the W 414 of boys, and their errors and 

taults, and bow — surmounted them and felt 

a little inWard nobility on account of it. 

After nearly thirty years of study, labor, and 
progress, Mr. Collyer has become a tixed public 
eharacter in New York City. His good void wife, 
who came out with bim from England, is still 
alive, enjoying bis improved social and moral 
intluence, and bis children are marrying and are 
getting ahead in the country which bas devel- 
oped so much and needs development so much 
more.

The Heat of the Future. 
New York Times. 

There can be no reasonable doubt that the 
fuel of the tuture,for use in our dwellmg⸗ 
houses, will bo some kind of gas, distributed 
toroughb the city precisely as illuminating gas is 
now delivered. e use of coal is extravagant 
wasteful, and incouvenient, and the dust an 
smoke arising from it add much to the impuri- 
ties of the air, while the removal of from 100 to 
200 pounds of ashes for every tou of coal burned 
isa great annoyance. Several substitutes for 
solid fuel have been proposed, all of which have 
strong advocates. These are steam-beat, hot 


of dweilmgs is concerned, it must be admitt 
that Mr. Holly has succeeded in demon- 
struting that steam can be generated at a 
central station and economically distributed 
for this purpose. But for cooking purposes 
steam beat supplied in this way cannot be made 
availabie. At tue present time it is the custom 
to use steam for heating purposes at higber 
pressures than formerly, sometimes as Bigo as 
twenty pounds to the Square uch.

may be forgiven that feeling of pride that 
arises as we think that our Futhertand. Ger- 
muny. with ths great weapon of peece and 
joy—musico—has made a couquest of the civilized 
world. sucb as no other cuuutry can claim. 

It is not for social intercourse only that we 
come together, bowever, but for the purpose of 
producing those great works of great minds in 
the univeral speech of music. whose crea- 
tion was an era, and whose production 
marke an e „ You are welcomed. 
then, first as legions of 7 beart aloft the 
bighest standard of musical efforts of the past, 
and encouraging the best attempts of the pres- 
ent. As an army of peace and joy. you are 
welcome., thrice weicome. And you are wel- 
come, also,as members of the same national 
family, who are t to make the best parts 
of their being. their bts, their — f and 
their feelings, ineeparabie portions of the 
American National being. 

The history of the arenes, which now ase- 
sembies in suco colossal proportions, should be 
brietiy revived, to remind us by the grand re- 
sults already attained, and the sucrifices ot 
noble men and women that have been made to 
attain them. To what giorious work may we 
look forward in the future when we consider 
that, but a few years ago, these Festivals started 
in @ small way and have now reached the pres- 
ent magnificent dimensions of 1,500 singers and 
150 players. The struggles that have been made, 
the personal endeavor and uuseltish devotion 
manifested to achieve these results, would 
fill volumes. But 1 doubt not the hard- 
ships ure ali forgotten in the great enjoyment of 
the artistic triumph your efforts wiil produce. 

One word regurding the great mural influence 
of these festivais upon the peopie. Music is a 
universal language, and has the most powerful 
influence for moral good. What wan or woman 
that hae heard good music and enjoyed its 
inspirihg strains cannot perform their tasks 
witb lighter hearts; or how imprubable that 
one can commit a crime with heavenly 
music as the vompanion of his thougbts. 
In Germauy the masses are given 
music by the Governments as un enter 
tainment for the purpose of preventing crime, 
apd it certainly «ems a measure of political 
economy. Every dollar spent for wusic for the

Mayor Harrison was greeted with applause 
wheo he came to the frout.

stand bere to-day and weicome you to this city.

Mr. Wa bi hus just told you that music is find- 
ing a home in this country. There are severul 
reusons way this shuuid de so. In the early 
days, when che pioneers were tighting the In- 
diane and hewing dovu the mighty forests, 
wherever they went. they establisned (he ineet- 
ing-ovuse or the church; and, aeeply imbued 
with religious fervor, those pioueers every- 
where lüted up their voices io sougs 
of praise to the Aimighty God. Muse. 
piain and homely, but possessed of the 
true fervor, was thus cuitvated in 
our primeval forests. In the early days wo, and 
until lately, there was av “‘institutiun” in tho 
land whereby a vast peuple, endowed with Bult 
and musical vuices, were dowu-trudden. The 
very servitude of the African, causing nim to 
jose nis intellectual ability, cultivated bis beurt, 
and we have in this country a music peculiar to 
ut—cthe Kthivpian—whichb is tui of the higher 
type of melody. Aud after tbese two came our 
‘eutonic trieuds frow abroad—from the Father- 
lund, with the revoliection ot the songs uf ite 
bi is and its vuales. ‘They brougbt us their qusic- 
lovin character, and they buve fostered it in 
Awerica, and, tu-day, in all our great Cities, aye, 
in the Viliages, bumiets, and tarm-nouses, tnere 
is a love of true and scientilic muse. [Ap- 
piuuse. } 

The people of Chicago thank you because we 
are indebted to you Germans fur so much of 
this cultivadon. We thank you, tou, that you 
ure to-day waking the Sängerbund, as Mr. 
Wall said, no jouger German, but truiy Ameri- 
can. [Applaus.] The great bard of Avon us 
serted that 

* He chat batb no music in his soul 
Is ut fur treasou, stratagems, and spoils.” 
If we are to beleve thut be Meant the converse 
—that those wuu bave the ivve uf music iv Weir 
souls Cannot perfurm devds of dark—we may, 
peruaps, coarse vim witb indulging in poetical 
license. But it is hard tor me to believe that 
uny man with ear uttuned to the diviue inspira- 
tion—with soul Hlied with the divine aillatus— 
cuu be guuty of promutmg uu act 
ot darkness vr cruelty. [Applause.]) Certain it 
it, us civilization progresses, as music becomes 
more reuued, man becomes better, aud the 
Stute needs, as my friend Wahi bas said, fewer 
pulicemen aud fewer Jus. |Applause.] We are 
told that amoug the Austraianu isiunuds there 
are wovile troes that do not utter a siugie 
musical sound, and woo pussess DO Wusical u- 
strumeuts—ovot eu of the rudest character. 
We are told aiso that, among thuse tribes, there 
is nv sucD thug us CUNnsCcieuce—thal the peupie 
murder with the same readiness and wiih 
as rutbiess a band us the suvage 
brute reuds and tears dis yictim. As 
muse advances we have a diffreut state 
uf society. What a vast gulf separutes the wild, 
discordaut jargon of our lodian tribes danc- 
ing to their trenuzied music, as they call it, and 
one of the diysme sz apuouſes of your owo Men- 
deissunn ! at an immensurable gulf sepa- 
rates the dreary monotone of the Egyptian tuin- 
tom from tbe symphonies, subtle yet so veauli- 
ful, of Beethoven! What a coutrust be- 
tween the savige march in Africa, with gourd 
and born, from that grand marco given by ibis 
orebestra frum the opera of the * Prophet.” 
How dilferent the dirge of an Orientalist trom 
the great inspiring prayer that we bear trom 
* muses in Kgypt.” We thank you for helpmg 
to bring about in this country that couditiod uf 
music, that we may believe that we are on the 
mareh upwards, and that Awerica will be the 
bigu mart of music in future years. [Applause.] 

Mao is utteriy unable to couceive the occupa- 
tlou of an Eterual Jehovah.

FLAG PRESENTATION. 

Ex-President Grussius, of Cincinnati, then 
presented the flag of the Bund to President 
Franz Amberg, of Chicago, and in doing so spoke 
as follows:

IN THE EVENING. 

From Mongoe street south tothe Leland House 
the sidewalks on Michigan avenue were lined 
last night with pedestrians. Not only on this 
street, but on the eross-streets for several 
blocks, the inevitable array of peanut and lem- 
onade peddlers, the man with the electric ma- 
chine, his brother with the telescope, and his 
cousins with the thousand-and-one utterly use- 
less articles offered for sale wherever crowds 
do gather, were out in full force. To the casual 
observer it seemed as if pretty nearly every 
vacant lot on. the west side of Michigan 
avenue and the streets abutting thereon 
had been covered with a frame or cunvas struct- 
ure, affording shelter for suudry kegs of beer 
and several ubiquitous barkeepers. There 
were some cheap restaurants scattered amongst 
the salvons, but the chief industry of the neigh- 
borbood appeared to be the supply of malt 
liquor at retail. On the sidewalks the peddlers 
plied their vovations, the fukirs yelled out in 
stentorian tones the merits of their wares, and 
the grvat crowd of Senor ane res.dents passed 
up and down, inspecting seene and taking in 
the fun of the tair. 

The amusement-loving portion of the populace 
of course soon left the street and sought con- 
genial quarters in the Exposition Building, but 
there were enough left, either of those whose 
purses would noc stretch to the extent of an 
admission-fee, or who were actuated by a cu- 
riosity to examine the outside show, to keep the 
streets alive until a late hour. 

THE CONCERT HALL. 

To one occupying a seat in the north gallery 
of the Exposition Building last evening, snd 
looking across the vast auditorium to the stage, 
the sight of the throng of people who had gath- 
ered to witness the initial performance of the 
greut Siingerfest was of even more interest 
than the music itself. At his feet rose the north- 
ern gallery with its seats filled, tier upon tier, 
with a critical and appreciative audience. On 
either side of the immense building 
stretched the loug side-galleries, 
packed to its utmost capacity. 
upon the main floor of the 
people sat. the biack coats of the men and the 


almost invariably white headgear of the ladies 


forming a striking but pleasing contrast. 

Seen from this int of view the stage ar- 
rangements show up to th»? greatest advan- 
tage. The grouping of the orchestra and 
musicians on the raisea dais, the white-robed 
ladies of the chorus ranged in order on either 
side, and the solid phalanx of male choristers in 
the rear, all went to aid in the vomposiuon of a 
really tine ＋ “9 effect. This was aided and 
enhanced by the severe vet effective drapings 
and bangtnws of the vast hall, and in this 
respect nothing was left to de desired. 
The great crowd of visitors were handled with 
the ut most ease by the ushers, and, thanks to 
the broad aisies and the business-like maneer in 
which the seating arrangements had been car- 
ried out, such a thin as crowding. inconven- 
jience, ur trouble seemed to be unknown. Not- 
withstanding the large number of peuple in the 
ball, every visitor found his or her seat witbout 
difticulty, and there was no moving around of 
spectators during tne rendition of the various 
numbers to disturd and annoy their neighbors 
or the performers. 

The various soloists as they came in were 
beartily welcomed, and Miss Cary received quite 
an ovation. Though the commencement was 
not very prompt, for ~y budies move siowly, 
the concert was over by f-past 10, and there 
were few annoying waits. The chief annoyances 
of the evening were the late comers, the inevita- 
ble rust'e and bum of a larwe muititude, and the 
almost incessant pulting, and whistling, and beil 
ring! on locomotives outside the building. It 
seem as if ali the engineers of uli the roads 
centering at the Lake street depot had com- 
bined to have a steam Singerfest of their own, 
and they succeeded in marring neariy every 
number, both solo and choral, and distracting the 
eurs of the auditor In the Hades and Tempest 
scenes the result was not o dismal as it was in 
the more pathetic and plaintive uumbers where 
the cailiope business is not calculated to inspire 
feeiings of tenderness, or carry out the com- 
poser s and conductor's ideas of smooth and 
guiet melody. In the prayers of Ulysses as weil 
as in the soft weaving of Penelope the whisties 
and puffings were quite as prompt as they were 
in the horrible din of Hades or in the howling of 
the tem pests. 


THE **ODYSSEUS,” 


The first concert was devoted to the perfor m- 


ance of Max Bruch’'s Odysseus,“ or scenes from 
Odyssey, opus 41, written for chorus, solos, and 
orchestra, the text by William Paul Graff, the 
translation of which, by Natalie Macfarren, is 
familiar to Chicago concert-goers, through its 
recent performances by the Beethoven Society.

As the works of Max Bruch figure conspicu- 
ousiy in the programs of the Sdpgerfest. some 
mention of the prominent incidents of his 
career will be of interest. He was born in 
Cologue, Jan. 6, 1838, and is now considered one 
of the most emident of living German com- 
posets. His musical gualities originally came 
from bis mother, who was a singer of more than 
ordinary reputation, and she first directed His 
musical steps. He received bis first the oretical 
instructions from Prof. Breidenstein at Bonn, 
and io lb won the scholursnip of the Mozart 
Foundation at Frankfort-on-the-Main for four 
fears, during whicb time he studied with Hiller, 
inecke,and Breuning at Cologne. At this 
time also be was é@triving for recognition asa 
composer. In Munich be made the acquaint- 
ance of the poet Geibel, who bad written the 
libretto of “Loreley"’ for Meudelssobn, 
and arranged jt for Bruch, who set 
it to music. It was tirst given at 
Mannheim, and this enabled bim to get an 
idea of stage effects. In 1865 he accepted the

of Coblenz. In 1867 be was made Capeimeister 
to the Prince of Schwartzburg-Sondersbausen, 
but resigned in 1870, ana nas since lived in Ber- 
lin and Boun, devoting himself to composition. 
His tirst work was an operetta, Scherz. List 
und Rache,“ set to Goethe's words. He also 
wrote much chamber music, a trio, two string 
quartets, some songs, and piano pieces, but 
soon abandoned this field, and devoted himself 
to large works for orchestra and voices. His 
first step in this direction was tne opera Lore- 
ley.“ already mentioned, and the rst work to 
establish his fame was the Scenes from the 
Fritbjof Saga, tur male voices and orchestra, 
which the Apollo Club first produced here, 
and a portion of which they will give in 
this ‘est. is chief vocal works 
are “The Fiight of the Holy Family”; 
** Romische Triumpbgesang ; * Komische Leicb- 
enfeier’; „Salamis; Schön Ellen” (which 
the Apollo Ciub produced not long ago), the 
story of which is founded upon the relief of 
Lucknow; “Rorate Cell: “Kyrie. Sanctus, 
and Benedictus: “Odyssey”; and Her- 
mione.“ an opera founded on Shakspeare's 
Winter's Tale.“ which did not make a success. 
His latest works ate two violin concertos and 
“The Lay of the Bell.” His real geld is concert 
music for chorus and orchestra, since he is a 
master of melody, and specially skillful in the 
treutment of masees of voices. tor wittich he al- 
ways writes broadly and impressively. Bruchs 
work clearly belongs to the music of the 
present,in contradistinction with the classical and 
the music of the fature. He belongs to the new 
German romuntie school,which Mendeissobn or- 
iz nated, and of witich Gade, Hauptmann, Hiller, 
Jadussonn, Hoffmann, and Reinecke are promi- 
nent representatives, thou the Mendelssohn 
music differs from DBruch's in that it is not so 
strong. Bruch is always serious; though some- 
times monotonous he i« never trivial. In de- 
scriptive passages he is vigorous, and some- 
times vivid. Hi“ proportions are broad and 
symmetrical, His figures are striking, and his 
methods characteristic. He uses decoration 
sparsely, yet bis work is remarkable for beauty 
as wellasforstrength. It is healthy music in 
the best sense of term. The Udysseus}” 
illustrates in tone @ number of the most impor- 
tant scenes and incidents narrated in Homer's 
sketches of the wanderings of Ulysses, which 
are familiar enough not to need recounting 
here. The scenes iu the libretto are as follows: 
Odysacus, Hermes, and the nymphs on the Istand 
of Calvpso; Udysséus in Hades, where he meets 
the seer Teiresiaa, the shades of Antikicia, his 
mother, and those of departed heroes; Ody-- 
seus and the sirens; the storm at sea; Peneluj® 
mourning for OUdysseux; Od rescued by 
Nausikaa and ber maids: the festival ot the 
Pheeaciang in houor of Udysseus; Pene ope weay- 
ing t. rmeut; Ghee zus return and the fes- 
tival At 7 — ending with the reunion of 
an 


nelope. 

The episodes are highly picturesque and even 
dramatic. They afford a wide scope for tone, 
color, and for that descriptive writing usually 
classed as program music. The overture is free 
and tlowing, the violins being specially promi- 
nent. The bassoons receive unusual attention. 
which is characteristic of the whule work. The 
opening chorus of the Nympbs in the Island of

CHICAGO'S PRESENT POPULATION 540,7 
The new City Directory, compiled by 

Hutchinson and published by the Chicago Di- 
rectory Company, will be issued in a few days, 
and, judging from the appearance of the ad- 
vance sheets furnished Tus Triscys, will 
eclipse even its numerous predecessors in the 
fullness and aceuracy of the information to be 
gleaned from its pages, as well as in 
point of typographical beauty. As usual, 
it will embrace a complete general and 
business directory, a vast amount of; miscel- 
lancous information, and that very useful feat- 


ure—the etreet-guide. Surpris and gratity- 

as were the results obtained in the way of 
arriving at Chicago's population by the census 
of 1880, it may be a matter of still more surprise 
and gratification to know that the estimated in- 


crease in population since the census was taken 


is 31,406, which, vn the basis of the census fig- 
ures, would 7 Culcago an approximate total 
at this time of 540,711 inhabitants, The foliow- 
ing introduction to the new Directory, under the 
head of Our Population. shows the 
REMARKABLE APPROXIMATION 

of its estimates last year to the more complete 
returns of the census-takers, and will paturaily 
commend the accuracy of its estimates for 1881: 

A city directory contains only representative 
names; hence, wuen used as a basis for estimat- 
ing population, its contents are incre by 
such a multiplier as is believed to represent the 
unrecorded family and dependents of those 
whose names ure given. 

From causes sufiiciently evident, the multipli- 
ers proper for didereut cities vary considerably, 
being bigber in the older East than in the 

ounger West. In Chicago it has beretofore 

n supposed that an iucrease ot toree and 
one-balf times would produce a very close ap- 
proximation to the true population. 

The National Census fortunately furnishes an 
opportunity of correcting the multipliers so 
used. It gave to Chicago, in 1880, a population 
of 6U8,306, while the directory of that yeur oon- 
tuined 170,383 names; the Population being about 
three times (2.95) greater than the number of 
directory names. 

This volume contains 183,292 names, an increase 
of 12,404, which shows a present populatlon of 
640,711; a gain of 37,406 within the year. 

It should not be forgotten, bowever, that 
these figures show only the popuiativn within 
the strict corporate limits, —— the closely- 
built residence districts immediately beyond the 
border line, the Stock- Yards, and the numerous 
suburban towns, ail of which are, in fact, as 
thoroughly portions of Chicago as the several 
wards, and whose residents are scarcely less 
closely ideutitied withits daily life. 

The Census pupuiation of Cook County in 1880 
was 07,463, being about three and one-balf (3.57) 
times greatertbuo the number of city directory 
names. The present issue contains 183,202 
numes, indicating a county population of 654,452 
(a guin of 46,834), of which 6u0,uWy, n round num- 
bels. are actuai residents of Chicago.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM: 


Views of Leading Members of the Cabi« 
net—Postmaster-General James Fully 
in Karnest—Unanimity of Opinion on 
the Necessity of a Change ef System. 

Corrcapondence Philadeiphia Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25.—* Put the most 
calloused machine politician in a Cabinet posi- 
tion.“ said a gentleman who knew whereof he 
was speaking in this city a few days ago, “and 
he will become a stickler for Civil-Service re- 
form in a surprisingly short space of time.“

Stocks were dull but stronger. All but one of 
the wires between Chicago and New York was 
prostrated by the storm, and but little informa- 
tion came from Wall street outside of the quo- 
tations. The only noticeable weakness was in 
the case of Metropolitan, which sold down from 
92 to 8&8, with a slight recovery at the close. 
Absolutely nothing has been made public ofa 
reliable character as to the payment of the 
July dividends due from the Manhattan. 
‘Wabash common was the strongest stock 
of the day. It ‘sold as high as 50%, 
where it closed. Its remarkable steadiness 
in the face of the weakness of the gen- 
eral list and of its own decreased earnings con- 
firm the reporis that it is powerfully cliqued, 
and inspires 6 with great confidence in 
dealing in it.

The announcement that the Board 
of Trade had resolved upon an extra holiday 
was supposed by some to be a sufficient reason 
forduliness.

$11.24%@1145 for July and $11.22%@11.25 for 
August. Short ribs closed 26e lower, at 58.4% 
8.47%; for August. Wheat closed \e higher, at 
SL.J14@1.11% for July and §$1.138@1.13'4, for 
August. Corn closed ke higher, at nc 
44%c for July and 45'%.@45\c for August. 
Oats closed at NMUN seller July and 289 
28% seller August. Kye closed at Sle seller Au- 
gust and Wa sle seller September. Barley 
closed nominally at $1.00 for No.2 and Se for 
No.3. Hogs were active and loc higher, at 
$5.85006. for licht and at $5.75@6.00 for heavy. 
Cattie closed dull and lower, with sales at $2.75@ 
6.25. 

The movement in staple and fancy drv goods 
was more quiet than forsome time previous, but 
the volume of sales was, after all, of generous 
proportions for the timeof year. The tone of the 
market remained steady and firm. Jobbers of 
groceries reported a satisfactory business in 
progress. Prices ranged as before,and were 
generally firm-and steady. No changes were ap- 
parent in the market for dried fruits. There 
wasa free movement on interior account, and 
prices both for domestic and foreign varieties 
showed continued strength. In raisins, prunes, 
currants, and citron the tendency is still up- 
ward. Fish were in good request at full prices. 
There was a slightly diminished movement in 
dairy products, a result of the hut weather. 
Prices ranged as before. Oils were steady. 
Coal was dull and unchanged. The demand for 
pig-iron was light, and prices were weak. Hay 
was dull, with very littie business transacted, 
No. l timothy selling little better than $10.00; 
except for extra choice. There was no change 
to note in the broom-corn market. Eggs were 
steady at lie per doz for strictly fresh. In 
drugs and chemicais there is a steady trade for 
all leading articles, morphia and quinine still 
having a downward tendency. There is little 
doing either in tallow or grease, prices re- 
maining unchanged. In\e¢reen fruits berries of 
all kinds were easier, and sold much lower than 
on the previous day. Hides and wool continue 
without notabie feature except that of steadi- 
ness. New potatoes were rm at $3.75 per br! 
in a jobbing way. Clover and timothy seeds 
were steady and unchanged. Flaxseed sold at 
$l.23carly,and later at $1.2. Hungarian was 
steady aud firm. 

Lake freights were steady at 344c on corn and 
Zuc on wheat to Buffalo. Quite a large fleet 
was chartered, and more vessels were wanted at 
the ruling figures, The aggregate room engaged 
was 54,000 bu corn and 100,000 bu wheat: 

Kail freights were quoted steady at Bie per 100 
ibs of grain to New York, lc to Philadelphia, 
and lec to Baltimore. Through to Liverpool 
was quoted at We per 100 lbs on grain and e on 
provisions.

Saturday was officially reported as 2,193,114 bu. 
The types made it a million bu too much. 

It was remarked yesterday that while mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade are awyitating the 
subject of commissions they are steadily ignor- 
ing asubject of fargreater importance. They 
are taking no notice ot the fact that for about 
a year and a hail the commerce of the city bas 
been sufferings from combinations which have 
done their worst to draw around us the trade 
which naturally seeks this city. A tewof them 
seem to be aware that the game played is really 
one of cutthroat with reference to this city, but 
the general apathy is so great that nothing is 
done about it. During the summer season the 

Wembe rs of the Board see no reason for moving 

in the mutter, and during winter they regard 
the case as a hopeless one for the time being. 
And so the sore is never attended to; like the 
colored man's roof which did not leak in ‘fine 
weather and could not be mended during a 
storm. 

The lumber trade of Chicago, extensive as it 
has been in years past, will have a still more 
wonderful record the present season. The total 
receipts thus farthis yeur bave been in round 
numbers 553,000,000 feet, an excess of W. 38, 000 
feet over those at the same period last year, 
while the shipments, as reported, have been 32,- 
120,000 feet in excess of those of last season up to 
thistime. The reported shipments are, how- 
ever, on the basis of 7,000 feet to the car, where- 
as the average car- load comprises about 11,000 
feet. It will be seen, therefore, that the actual 
shipments in excess of last season are about 
equal to the excess of receipts, and that the 

stock of lumber now on hand is very little, 
any, greater than at the opening of the seus 

of nuvigation. With this state of facts, and t 
constantly increasing demand, both city and 
cougtry, it is bardiy to be wondered at that 
ths have an upward tendency. It is gener- 
ally“gonceded by prominent members of the 
trade that this is to be a year of high prices. St. 
Louis, which bears the same relation 
to the Upper Mississippi lumber 
supply that Chicago does to, the 
Michizan output, is getting on an average 
$1.00 per thousand more for common lumber 
than is paid in Chicago at the yards. At Quincy, 
II, the prices of lumber range about $1.50 high- 
or thun the market here, and at Duluth prices 
are about the same as in Chicago. Chicago lum- 
ber is all the time invading the territory of the 
Mississippi Valley trade, and, with the freight 
charges, costs not far from the price at which 
the sume material may be bought in St. Louis. 
Chicago lumber even goes to Duluth, notwith- 
standing the fuct that the latter city is near the 
source of the great Northern supply. There is, 
of course, a constant watch kept by the trade of 
each re. jon lest advantage be taken and terri- 
tory claimed by the one be encroached upon by 
the othery This year, however, there bas been 
no need of extra exertions to find a market for 
all the lumber thut comes from the mills, and 
this fact hus tended to keep the yard Sgures 
firm.

STEAMBOAT INSPECTION.

A DANGEROUS OBSTRUCTION. 


The Toledo Bade says: The wreck of the 
scow Willintn Welihouse, opposit the Manhattan 
Mul, isin the centre of the channel. The scow 
was loaded with stone, and has gone to pieces, 
and the cargo lics ou the bottom in avery 
dangerous piace. The red spar barely serves as 
u warning in the daytime, but at night Captains 
in hueging the east channel bank to avoid the 
wreck are liabie to get aground, The wreck re- 
quires the immediate attention of the Harbor- 
master, that steps for dredging up the’ débris 
muy oe taken, aud that the obstacles may be re- 
moved before the fall trade sets in. 

A PIRATE SCHOONER. 

A vessel, the name of which could not. be 
learned, took a hoid full of cordwood at Hedge- 
bog Harbor one day recently, and when supper 
time arrived the ‘longshuremen and the owners 
of the wood went to their home for their meal, 
intending to tinish the load after supper. Upon 
returning to the landing were they had left the 
schooner they discovered that ehe had disap- 
peured during their absence, and nothing hus 
been heard from her since. The wood was stolen 
und the owns bad to stand the loss. No effort 
bus been made to apprehend the pirate. 

VICTORIA ISLAND. 

A beacon and light has been placed in the 
vicinity of Victoria Island, but it is not placed 
in the best position. It is hoped it will be only 
temporary. as a better light and a fog-horn or 

is needed. The foundation is laid for the 

new light on Passage Isiand. This will be a 

great boon to sailors, especially if some appa- 

ratus for being sounded in fog is also provided. 
WAGES OF CHINESE SAILORS. 


Talking about sailors’ wages brings to mind 
the facts concerning the pay of sailors on Chi- 
nese junks. They work their vessels, discharge 
and load the cargo, and all for wages averaging 
41.0 to 82 per month, but if there was a Sen- 
men's Union there vessel-owners would be com- 
velled at least to throw in a little rice.

CANADIAN CANALS.

OTrawa, June 23.—An order in Council has 
been passed to amend the existing regulations 
governing the pussage of vesscls through the 
Government canals and locke. It is as follows: 

*““Heoceforward, in so far as regards priority 
of passage through the canals or locks of the 

“Domsinion, with the exception of the Welland 
Canal, for which spevia! provision is made, in 
place of the existing classification there shall be 
only two recognized classes of vessels¢—namely : 
First class, composed of steawers whose mu- 
chineryis iescribed in the certificate of the 
Steam boar ssispector as suitable to be employ ed 
in the carriage of freight and passengers.“

-of allotber vessels of what kind soever they 
may be. Of these two classes of vessels those 
of the first class shall have ority of passage 
over those of the second class. . Steamers 
carrying her Majesty's maiis shall. how- 
every. continue as at present to take precedeace 
over steamers carr ving passengers only. When 
several boats or vessels are lying by or are wuit- 
ing to enter any lock or canal they shall lie iu 

le tier and ata distance of not less than 0 
feet from the lock or entrance: and each vessel, 
for the purpose of passing through, shall ad- 
vance in the order in which it may be lying in 
the tier, except in case of vessels of the tirst 
class, to which priority is given as above. 
Sbould, however, any first-class vessel for which 
at a certain fixed hour any lock is kept clear 
not then enter the loek, vessels of the second 
class which may be in waiting shall immediately 
have the use of the lock and continue so to use 
it until the delayed first-class boat urrives. The

Rico, Colo., June 22.—Ibe usually quiet 
streets of Kico—quiet for a mining camp— 
presented an animated appearance yester- 
day. Small groups were scattered bere and 
there engaged in earnest conversation, and 
new-comers were seen hurrying from one to 
another to learn the cause of the excitement. 


The scene presented brought forcibly to 


mind the groups that collected all over the 
Union upon the advent of the news of Lincolu's 
assusination, and the cause of the local gather- 
ings was somewhat similar. Mr. D. G. Taylor— 
who went with the party that started from here 
June I to recover the stock stolen by the Indians 
at the time of the murder of Thurman, May, and 
Smith—bad just returned from the Grand River 
couutry, and bad reported a serious encounter 
with the indians. 

The tignting began on the morning of the lith 
inst. and lasted two days. The whites numbered 
only eighteen, while there were over forty of the 
Indians, divided into two parties—one led by a 
white renegade, the other by a Mexican. After 
the tirst voiley the Indians retreated to a rocky 
biuff which afforded thew ev ery advantage. 

The number, ot killed and wounded is not 
detinitiy known, but after the first days fight- 
ing eight were a and it is supposed that 
aliot tnem are killed, wounded, or captured. 
On the second day oue of the eight, Jordan 
Bean, wes found shot through the bead, but it is 
hoped not fatally. Dave Willis was killed the 
lirst day. Hare. Erskridge, who wore a brvuad- 
brimmed, gaudy Mexican hat, was singled out 
as the leader and made a special target. His 
bat wus riddied with bullets, but be escaped 
With some scaip-wounds, and a wound in the 
ankle which will probably necessitate amputa- 
tion of the foot, aud itis even feared that he 
may pot live till medical aid can reach him. 
James Hall was wounded in the knee and shoul- 


| der, and one side seriously injurea No further 
' particulars of the wounded could be learned. 


When Mr. Taylor started for Rico the Indians 
had already been reinforced, and others have 
joined them since, so that now they probably 
number several huudred.

that Rico is net iu the Indian country, and, if it 


_wereeven provable that Indians would come 


bere, the town is too strong for a few Indians to 
make anattack. This truth is stated for the 
benefit of those interested bere who are not at 
present in the camp, and not for the purpose of 
strangers 
to come bere. All who wish to come possess 
enough brains to know that their friends who 
would have (hem come would not misrepresent 
the situation to have them killed. There are no 
Indians eur ico. or on the highways to the 
luce. The men who went tothe Grand River 
country, 140 miles distant, went to recover stock 
stolen from the unprotected settiers of that sec- 
tion. Some of them ume met a sad fate, and 
coubtiess many more will. But this need not 
aflect the present prosperous outlook of Rico. 
Intelligent peopjg will come; if stupid people 
fear to come, itis as well for us. Mining camps 
want and need wide-awake, stirring people, who 
would not sit and listen to Indian, ghust, or 
nursery stories.
